Since  1871,  Shepherd  College  has  been 
dedicated  to  the  higher  education  of  the 
youth  of  West  Virginia  and  the  Nation.

'West  Virginia  Intercollegiate  Conference 
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The  1954  record  of  5-2-1  for  the  Rams  was 
the  best  since  '49 — and  the  second  best  in  the 
history  of  the  College  (6-2-0;  1949).  The  Rams 
scored  147  points  to  83  for  the  opposition.  The 
Rams  have  scored  in  the  last  14  ball  games.  The 
second  game  of  the  53  season  was  the  last  time 
the  Rams  were  held  scoreless  when  Glenville 
defeated  Shepherd,  7-0.  Since  then  the  Rams 
have  scored  229  points  to  I  55  points  for  the  op- 
position. 

Leading  scorer  for  the  Rams  in  '54  was 
George  Hott  who  played  in  only  5  of  the  8  foot- 
ball games  but  scored  9  TDs  for  54  points.  Mere- 
dith Boyd  led  the  Conference  in  PATs,  having 
missed  only  4  attempts  for  the  entire  season. 
Blackburn  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  Con- 
ference with  his  excellent  punting.  Hall  did  ex- 
ceptionally well  on  kick-off  returns  as  the  Rams 
set  a  new  Conference  record  of  returning  17  a 
total  of  545  yards  for  a  32.1  average.  The  Rams 
also  excelled  at  returning  punts  and  blocking 
punts.  Several  games  were  broken  open  with 
punt  returns,  and  the  Rams  blocked  6  punts  on 
an  8  game  schedule.  Shearer  was  one  of  the 
leaders  in  the  Conference  with  his  excellent 
passing. 

Seven  Shepherd  College  players  were  se- 
lected on  the  All-Conference  (WVIAC)  teams 
as  follows:    Tackle  Meredith  Boyd  and  Guard 


Richard  Hart,  first  teeam;  second  team — QB 
John  Shearer,  HB  George  Hott  and  Center  Joe 
Hockman.  Shepherd's  co-captains,  Dick  Wid- 
dows  and  Ace  Emery,  both  ends,  were  given 
honorable  mention. 

The  play  of  the  Rams  improved  greatly  as  the 
season  progressed  in  '54.  From  the  53  squad, 
Coach  Fuoss  had  only  I  I  holdovers,  9  of  whom 
were  lettermen,  at  the  beginning  of  the  '54  sea- 
son. The  return  of  Barney  Tucker  from  the  armed 
forces — a  letterman  in  '49 — and  the  enrollment 
of  John  Shearer  from  Montgomery  Junior  Col- 
lege, and  George  Hott,  former  WVU  star  be- 
fore doing  a  hitch  in  the  service,  assisted  the 
Rams  greatly.  A  number  of  underclassmen,  in- 
cluding freshmen,  whom  the  coaching  staff  had 
not  counted  on  in  particular  came  through  and 
added  strength  and  depth  to  the  positions.  Such 
men,  not  mentioned  heretofore,  who  contrib- 
uted to  the  success  of  the  Rams  with  their  fine 
play  were  as  follows:  Ends  Mclntyre,  Weller  and 
Fleming;  Tackle  "Smoke"  Johnson;  Guards 
Brakeall,  Dill,  Hillyard  and  Owens;  Center  Ship- 
ley; Halfbacks  Snyder,  Flagg  and  Hall;  Fullback 
Pratico  and  Quarterback  Williams.  As  a  result 
25  men  on  a  37-man  squad  lettered  for  Shep- 
herd in  54.  Co-captains  Widdows  and  Emery 
did  a  fine  job  cf  providing  leadership  for  the 
Rams.

The  Shepherd  College  basketball  team  dis- 
played on-again  off-again  form  throughout  the 
1954-55  season.  The  Rams  opened  the  season 
with  a  win  over  a  strong  Frostburg  team  only 
to  drop  the  next  three  games  in  succession.  The 
Rams  trounced  Wilson  Teachers  decisively  be- 
fore Christmas  vacation  only  to  have  Wilson 
turn  the  tables  on  Shepherd  in  the  first  contest 
after  the  holidays.  Davis  and  Elkins  showed  the 
Rams  no  mercy  as  a  hot  Senator  outfit  could  not 
be  stopped.  D&F  was  in  contention  for  WVIAC 
honors  all  year  knocking  off  the  best  teams  in 
the  Conference  regularly. 

West  Liberty  sgueaked  by  the  Rams,  104  to 
102,  in  an  overtime  game.  Shippensburg  downed 
Shepherd  twice.  The  Rams  jumped  on  Shenan- 
doah, 109-45,  the  first  time  the  two  teams  met 


and  Shepherd  sgueaked  out  only  a  I -point  vic- 
tory over  them  on  the  second  occasion. 

A  hectic  three-day  road  trip  saw  the  Rams 
drop  games  in  succession  to  Frostburg,  West 
Liberty  and  Bethany.  Bridgewater  was  defeated 
by  the  Rams  in  an  overtime  contest  and  WVIAC 
champs,  Alderson-Broaddus,  defeated  the  Rams 
with  ease  in  the  final  contest  of  the  tournament 
and  it  was  a  good  ball  game  for  the  first  half, 
53-52.  Shepherd  cooled  off  and  Wesleyan  con- 
tinued its  pace  to  defeat  the  Rams  with  ease. 

While  the  1954-55  season  had  few  highlights, 
the  Rams  gained  the  dubious  distinction  of  be- 
ing the  first  Shepherd  College  aggregation  to 
defeat  traditional  rival,  Potomac  State,  twice  in 
one  season.  In  Shepherdstown  the  Rams  de- 
feated the  Catamounts,  92-75,  and  in  Keyser 
Shepherd  won  90-87  over  the  Potomac  Staters.
